Wayne, nfier 
being fatally injured in an automo­ 
bile accident 15 miles north of that 
I city Monday afternoon, and funeral 
services will be conducted in H art­ 
ford City Sunday afternoon at two 
o’clock, with burial being s made in 
Albion, Mich. 
The Rev. Mr. Sheldon 
was 
53 
vrars old last April and came here 
last November from H artford City, 
and was installed as pastor of the 
local church, where he had accom­ 
plished much during his short stay 
here. 


Following the accident won! re­ 
ceived here was to the eïïect 
that 
he was not seriously injured, having 
received a 
fractured leg 
and two 
broken ribs, but internal complica­ 
tions arose which caused paralysis, 
induced by a hemorrhag e 
of 
the 
spine.. One of the broken ribs had 
also pierced his lung and crowded 
the vicinitv of the heart. 
The rem ains were removed 
last 
nig ht from the hospital in Ft. Wayne 
to 
the home of his step-daug hter, 
Mrs. Mal>el ITill in H artford 
City. 
The funeral services will l» e

ducted Sunday 
afternoon

in that city, and on Monday morning

Michig an to 
this city, 
and 
when within

miles from 
Ft. 
Wayne, Mr. Sheldon attempted to 
pass another ear, which was coming 
toward him, and in so doing slipped 
off of the road, and down a 
slig ht 
embankment. 
In attem pting to g et back on the 
hig hway, he put on too much power, 
and the wheels failed to 
offer 
the 
resistance, and forced the machine 
upside down, throwing Mr. Sheldon 
out and pinning him underneath the 
running board. 
Mrs. Sheldon, was riding in 
the 
front seat and her mother was alone 
in the rear seat, and both 
escaped 
without injury. Mrs. Sheldon stated 
th a t their machine was being driven 
slowly and when they attempted to 
pass the on-coming car, thé 
Rev. 
Mr. Sheldon became confused 
and 
g ot too near the edg e of the road, 
and went down along side 
of 
the 
road, and he thoug ht that he could 
g et hack on the road on his own 
power. The accident happened Mon­ 
day afternoon. 
When it was found that he was 
painfully injured he w’as taken im­ 
mediately to the hospital

Sims, of Odon, and Joseph Ratliff, 
of Bloomington, have been assigned 
by stale officers to make a campaign 
in Brown County this week. The ad­ 
dition of Brown will mean that every 
county in the state is either organ­ 
ized, all of which has been accom­ 
plished in less than two years of ac­ 
tivity. The exact date of the birth of 
the Federation was March 25, 1919. 


The first committee work 
as 
n 
preliminary to state convention ac­ 
tivities was accomplished during the 
last week when the special commit­ 
tee appointed by the exeutive board 
to draft proposed changes 
in 
the 
state constitution met at headquar- 
• ters and considered the recommen­ 
dations it will make. These reoomm- 
mendations for changes in the 
con­ 
stitution will be submitted 
to 
the

its history, * say 8 Prof. T. H. Parks. 
Ohio State university, Entomolog­ 
ists at the Ohio experiment station, 
and other 
agricultural 
experiment 
stations in the stale have inspected 
wheat fields in 44 counties and de 
termined the intensity of the fly in 
jury in all parts of the state, togeth­ 
er with their increase since 1919. 
Prof. Parks 
declares 
that 
the 
spring brood of the fly killed or dam­ 
aged 44 percent of all 
the 
wheat 
straws the surveyor examined. 
In the southern third of the state 
22 percent of all the straws 
w7ere 
infested; in the, cental third he as­ 
serted 42 
percent 
was 
damaged, 
while in the northern part 57 
j» er 
cent suffered. 
The Ay damage in the 
northern 
part was most severe, he explained, 
because there the most of the wheat 
became infested last fall, even when 
sowed one week later than dates us­ 
ually fly-free while in the southern 
counties only the early sowed fields 
were damaged by the fall brood. 
The university extension depart­ 
ment and other agencies of the fa r­ 
mer are making a great campaign 
against the Hessian fly by informing 
the farmers of the most 
reliable 
dates to guard against the pest.

The state election board met on 


request of several Vounty chairmen, 
who reported that many women re- 
fused to give their exact age when 
registering, and instead of putting 
down the age, stated that they were 
'over 21," "old enough to vote" or 
"21, plus." 


In Rush county, as in many coun- 


ties, the opinion prevailed 
that it 


was not necessary for a 'person to 
put .down their exact age, although 
men at previous registrations never 
hesitated in giving their ages. 


Only a very few men failed to 


give their exact ages in this county, 
last Saturday, it is understood, but 
the sanie ruling will apply to men, 
and those who failed to give their

Officers of State Federation Start 


Preliminary Work For Meeting 


November 16 


WILL BE AT MASONIC TEMPLE 


Brown County, Last in State, is Be- 


ing Organized and Will Join In- 


diana* Organization 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 10—The 


preliminary work of getting ready;

Sims, of Odon, and Joseph Ratliff, 
of Bloomington, have been assigned 
by state officers to make a campaign 
m Brown County this week. The ad- 
dition of Brown will mean that every 
jonnty in the state is either organ- 
ized, all of which has been accom- 
jlished in less than two years of ac- 
iivity. The exact date of the birth of 
the Federation was March 25, 1919. 


The first committee work as a

The monthly report of'the co-op- 


erntive crop reporting service for 
Indiana issued today, shows an im- 
provement in nearly all crops over a 
month afro, the most notable 
of 


which are the corn and oats -crops 
the former shows an increase of G, 
206,000 bushels nnd. the latter an 
increase of 5,605,000 bushels. Clov- 
er seed shows an especially large 
increase over last year, being 109,- 
000 bushels larger. The report fol' 
lows: 


The condition of corn, as n whole 


shows a slight improvement over last 
month, and is <lue principally to 
good rains in the southern part of 
the state. Good rains also occurred 
in some of the northern counties, but 
came too late to be of material help 
The condition figure for September 
1 was 88 per cent of normal .and in 
dicates a total production of 184, 
130,000 bushels as compared with 
177,024,000 bushels shown for las 
month and 175,750,000 bushels las- 
year. 'Along the western and north 
ern and northern part of the stat< 
there is some very poor .corn, es 
pecially on sandy and 
clay soils 


where it is badly fired. The bottom 
corn generally is in good 'condition 
But little of the crop will matun 
under three weeks and it will tab 
six weeks for a great deal of it. 1 
killing frost before October 1 wouli 
de heavy damage. 


Farmers should b'egin to examihi 


their corn just as soon'as 7jossibl 
with a view to selecting their seei 
for nest year.
